GENERAL ABRAHAM C, Myers, who died at Wash- 
ington June 20. was Lorn in South Carolina;_.entered 
the Military Academy in 1828, was graduated in 1833, 
and promoted to the 4th U.S. Infantry. He served 
in the Florida war; was promoted Ist lieutenant in 
1837, aud appoioted assistant quartermaster, with 
the rank of captaio,in 1839. During the Mexican 
war he served with much efficiency, receiving tbe 
brevets of major and lieutenant colopel for bis gal 
lantry at Palo Alto, Resaca de la Palma, aud Chu- 
rubusco. He resigned Jan. 28, 1861, and took sides 
with the Confederacy, and afterwards became 
(Quartermaster Genera! of the Confederate Army. 
He married in early llfe a daughter of Gen. David 
Twiggs. 


LIECTENANT (juuior grade) Frank R. Heath, of 
the Navy, who died at the Naval Hospital, San 
Francisco, last week, was a resident of Washington, 
and bis sister, Miss Mamie Heath, now occupies a 
Clerical position in the Bureau of Provisions snd 
Clothing, Navy Departmeut. Lieutepant Heath, 
who was attached to the Vandalia, wrecked at 
Apia, bad been on that vessel three months. After

Tue War Department bas been officially notified, 
through the State Depurtment, of the death of Cap- 
tain Joseph Rendlebrock, U. 8. A., which occurred 
at Godesberg, Germauy, ou March 13 last. His death 
was reported some weeks ago, through the medium 
of areturned letter, but the Department deferred 
action io strikipg his name from the Army roll and 
in filling the vacancy on the retired list until an 
official confirmation could be made. With this death 
the limited retired list is three below the maximum 
allowed by law, the deaths of General Harney and 
Captain Edwia UC. Gaskill causing the other two. 
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CAPTAIN CHARLES Morton, 3d U. 8. Cavalry, in a 
recent letter on Army desertions to the Globe Dem- 
ocrat suggests that the President every year ad- 
dress the Governor of each State, saying his State 
will be allowed to fill, for atbree years’ term, Regu- 
lar Army vacancies in the cavalry, in the artillery 
and in the infantry with intelligeut young men of 
American birth, vot under 21 nor over 30 years of 
age, who have at least a good common schoo! educa- 
tion, good standing in their community, and are of 
good moral character and well recommended, Such 
of them as the law will permit who, aftertwo years’ 
service as non-commissioned, sre found competent, 
will be appointed commissioned officers in the Reg. 
ular Army, and such us do not wish to re-enlist will 
be discharged, with a good, practical military edu- 
cation, filtzng them to command a company 1n peace 
or war. This, thinks Captain Morton, would give 
the ambitious young men of all the States of whom 
our excellent militia is wade an equitable oppor- 
tunity to acquire a wilitary education in ell 
branches of the Service; give them a trial at mili- 
tary life from which they can soon withdraw if not 
to their taste; nationalize our Regular Army aod 
benefit the Service and country in so many and ob- 
vious ways as to be unnecessary to enumerate here, 
This suggestion is excellent, if it is practicable. The 
difficulty is that the impreesion prevails that by 
some officers enlisted men are subject, not merely to 
the requirements of the regulations aud military 
custom but to their personal whims. We recall the 
case of a young wan of excellent family, in 
telligent and ambitious, with some experience 
of frontier life on a ranch, who entered 
the Service, but soon left it by securing bis 
discharge. For the offence of getiing into an ambu- 
lance, where he did not belong, be was so rouadly 
abused that his soldierly ambition was speedily 
quenched within bim. We do not say that this was not 
pecessary; Officers who have the ignorance of youth 
to deal with are the best judges as to that. What we 
do say, however, is that adifferent method of ad- 
ministering inst: uction and reproof is required, if 
Captain Morton's ideas are to be put into practice- 
A few experiences of this sort we describe would 
soon bring every Governor in the United States 
about the ears of the War Department, and mem- 
bers of Congress would tumble over each other io 
their eagerness to get in first with their bills to 
straighten out the Army. 








Tere is dauger that the sceptre of our Oil Kings 
will be wrested from them. A concession bas been 
granted for a pipe live to carry crude oil from Baku 
to Batcum on the Black Sea, and work is nearly 
completed on anocher vipe line running 34 miles 
over the Suram Pars, aod baving an annual capacity 
of 60,000,000 gallons. This 410. pipe line starts from 
the Suram Station of the Transcaucasian Railway, 
aud traversing the ridge of the Lesser Caucasus &t a 
height of 6,200 feet above the sea level, terminates at 
Quirill Station, on the Black Sea side of the moun- 
tains. Meanwhile, the petroleum season at Baku bas 
opened under very favorable circumstances, the re- 
fineries are all fully employed in manufacturing oil 
for the European market. Several vessels are con- 
stantly employed conveying liquid fuel from Baku 
across the Caspian Sea to Azoun Ada, for the use of 
the Traoscaspian Railway, oil fuel alone being em 
ployed on the locomotives running from the Cespian 
to Samarcand, a distance of 1,000 miles. As yet the 
Russian authorities bave done very little to open up 
the Transcaspian o1! deposits. 








We repeat, with pleasure, by request, the follow- 
ing extract from the prize essay, “The Enlisted Sol- 
dier,” by Colonel A. A. Woodbull, surgeon, U.S.A: 
“All non-commissioned officers should be sober, 
vigorous and Z2alous; pot perpetually nagging, but 
untiring and impartial. A sergeant often proves 
bis excellence by what be does not do us well as 
by what be does do. Sergeants aod corporals 
should bave their own messes; should bave a garri- 
son club roum for themselves; should be given cer- 
tain privileges as to lights and hours, aud should be 
held to a rigurous compliance with the spirit as well 
as theletter of the reculations. Firat sergeants and 
all enlisted men of higher rank should bave at least 
fifty per cent. greater pay than is now allowed, in 
view of their responribiiites and of the character 


they should possess."’

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REGIMENTAL VS. LINEAL PROMOTION. 


Tue Kansas City Times is giving considerable | 


attention to the subject of regimental vs. lineal 
promotion. it shows that with lineal promotion 
the following officers, recently promoted, would 
have received their promotion at the dates 
named: Captam A. R. Egbert, October 8, 1887; 
Captain P. H. Ray, a little more than one month 
earlier than be did; Lieutenant B. C. Lockwood, 
Dec. 18, 1886; Ist Lieut. H. H. Benbam, Aug. 28, 1887; 
lst Lieut. E. O. C. Ord, April 14, 1887; 1st Lieut. Jono 
Stafford would have had to gain 28 files more before 
promotion. The Times adds: 

The first list in which the names of the first lieu- 
tenants of the line were arranged according to rank 
in their respective arms was published in the official 
Army Register, issued Jan. 1, 1879. This publication 
was in compliance with an act of Congress approved 
June 18,1878. The pe nam par} hm table has been 
compiled from the official Army Register of that 
and subsequent years. It is intended to show a com- 
parison between the results obtained by the present 
interpretation of Sec. 1204 of the Revised Statutes, 
and the results that would have been obtained had 
lineal promotion commenced Jan. 1, 1879. 

Column one gives the names of officers who were 
first lieutenants of artillery Jan, 1, 1879. Lieutenant 
Grugan was transferred to the artillery after this 
date. He is given the place he took after such 
transfer. Lieut. O’Brien was restored hy law after 
the date mentioned. He is given the place which he 
took on his restoration. 

Column two gives the regiments in which these 
officers held commissions on Jan. 1, 1879, or at the 
time they became first lieutenants of artillery. 

Column three gives the number which each held 
on the lineal list of first lieutenants Jan. 1, 1879. 

Column four gives the length of time each one 
served as first lieutenant. 

Column tive gives the length of time each one 
would have served as first lieutenant had lineal pro- 
motion prevailed during this period.

Dunwoody, the senior Ist lieutenant of ar- 
tillery, on May 15, 1889, had served in that grade 22.3 
ears. He has bad fifteen Ist lieutenants who were 
is juniors in that grade precede him to the rank of 
captain of artillery. Six of these officers entered 
the Service before Lieut, Dunwoody, two entered 
the same day, and seven entered after he did. Some 
who were promoted over him served less than six- 
teen years as Ist Jieutenants.

THE Secretary of the Navy has approved the 
findings of the Court-martial in the case of Ensign 
Ormsby, who was tried for conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman, and disobedience of orders. 

The sentence of the court is dismissal from the 
Service, which will be carried out immediately. 

Ormsby was regarded in the Service as a “sea 
lawyer,” and bud greatly vexed the Department by 
his lawsuits and erratic conduct. The formal charges 
upon which he was tried by Court-martial were dis. 
obedience of orders and disrespect towards the 
Secretary and Acting Secretary of the Navy. It ap- 
pears from the record that when he was ordered 
from Richfield Springs and later from Cincinnati ro 
join the Monongahela, tben under orders to proceed 
to Samoa, he pieaded illness, and when the Depart- 
ment refused to accept this excuse, he disregarded 
his orders, proceeded South and asked to have his 
resignation accepted. In some of his letters ad. 
dressed to the Secretary of the Navy, he complains 
that he was ing humiliated contrary to the Re- 
vised Statute’, and requests the Secretary either to 








leave the deéision of his case to the civil courts, 





where he had begun an action leoking to the revo- 


cation of bis orders, or to a Court-martial. Subse- 
quently he was found at Los Angeles, Cal., placed 
under arrest and conveyed to Mare Island, where 
he was tried by Court-martial. In one of bis letters 
Ormsby says that Commodore Harmony, the Acting 
Secretary, bas made untrue aud scandalous state- 
ments about his case, which were contrived to serve 
as false evidence before a medical board. This fail- 
ing of its purpose, the Eosign next attacked Secre- 
tary Whitney directly, charging bim with neglect or 
omission to carry out the laws and regulations, and 
with estopping him from prosecuting his lawsuit to 
a just couclusion by ordering him away from the 
country. On all of the charges and specifications 
the Court-martial found him gwity, and upon the 
Secretary’s approval of the sentence the President 
ar mg dismissed Ensign Ormsby from the Naval 

ervice. 








THE CHARLESTON. 


LETTERS from the naval officers in charge of the 
trial of the new steel cruiser Charleston at San Fran- 
cisco show that she is having exactly the same 
trouble that her prototype the Naniwa-Kan had 
during ber many trials, and it could all have been 
avoided had the Navy Department or the con- 
tractors been given the benefit of the experience of 
that vessel. 

When the Charleston put to sea and attempted to 
run her engines under forced dratt her guide shoes 
and motion bars quickly heated and she bad to be 
stopped. Everything bad worked smoothly under 
natural drait with po sigus of heat, but as soon as 
an attempt was made to force ber these parts 
heated, though all the rest of the engines ran as be- 
fore. The vessel was taken beck to Sav Francisco 
for the purpose of replacing the guide shoes with 
white metal, and just about this time one of the 
naval officers ran across an account of the experi- 
evce ot the Naniwa-Kan in a paper read before 
the Northeast Coast lLastitute of Knugioeers aud 
Shipbuilders by Mr. F. ©. Marshall, the designer of 
the engines of the Nuniwa-Kan, in which he says: 

ln the case of the horizontal engines of the type shown 
in plate III. (the Naniwa-Kan) in the first instance they 
had considerable trouble with the guide shoes and motion 
bars, but that arose, they found, from the fact that they 
had adopted the same principle and materia) for the guide 
shoes of motion bars, which are of steel, as they did when 
the bars were of cast iron, as was the common practice ino 
ordinary merchant vessels. They found that the bars 
heated when worked above a certain velocity. Tne oil 
burned off and the application of water rendered the 
abraded surfaces so hard that no too! could be made to cut 
them, and they had great difficulty with them. The guide 
bar shoes were subsequently fitted with white metal and 
with special arrangements for supplying oil, and the result 
was that they bad not the least difficulty even with a work- 
ing velocity of 850 feet per minute.—N. Y. Limes.

In reading the Sunday question article by Fron

And further, it is not ne- 
cessary to confine the inspection to the bours of 
the morning, for an afternoen inspection does just 
as well. IL suppose the idea of a Saturday evening 
inspection pever occurred to Frontier; and, if you 
sbould ask him his objection to an afternoon in- 
spection, he would probably say, **I[ bave never 
seen it done that way.” 

The hobby, “no Sunday in the Army,” has been 
ridden long enough. It 1s the cry of a past age, and 
should never be revived. Tbe practice of keeping 
soldiers on fatigue duty for six days and drilling 
them on the seventh for recreation, has disap- 
pearing, and, it is hoped, will never be revived. 

ithout it compavy commanders will tiod 
plenty of time to instruct and inspect their cem- 
mands on week days, and leave the soldier in peace 
and quietness on the Sabbath. 

There is no necessity for * looseness and carousal” 
on Sunday, even though there be no inspection. 
“Seven up” cau be discouraged, * baseball and bil- 
liards” prohibited and the “Government saloon” 
closed.

STEPHENS’ IMPRESSION OF LEE, 

{nN ag article in the Southern Bivouac, giving bis 
impression of Robert E. Lee, the late Alex. B. 
Stephens said: | remember seeing him in Savaunah, 
conspicuous by the blue uniform which he was the 
last of the Confederates vo put off, scarcely noticed 
among the gay uniforms of the new volunteers, and 
the least likely of all men to become the first 
character in the war for States rights. His appoint- 
ment by Mr. avis to succeed Gen. Johnston was 
very unpopular, as the South had little confidence 
in bim and even Virginians doubted their old idol. 
From that time 1 need only to call theroll of bis 
battles: Richmond relieved, Manassas (the second), 
Harper's Ferry, Sharpsburg, Fredericksburg, Chan- 
cellorsville—whbere Stonewall Jackson fell—Win- 
chester and Gettysburg, Spottsylvauia, Cold Har- 
bor, Petersburg and Lynchburg. He is identified 
forever with that Army of North Virginia, of whom 
Mr. Swinton says: ** Who that ever looked upon it 
can forget that army of tattered uniforms and 
bright muskets—that body of incomparable infan- 
try which for four years carried the revolt upon its 
bayonets; opposing a constant front to the mighty 
concentration of power brought against it; which, 
receiving terrible biows, did not fail to give the 
like, and which, vital in all its parts, died only with 
its anpibilation.””

A NEw substance, singular alikeinits chemical 
nature and in its properties, has been discovered by 
M. Pécbard. Lt is a mixed acid derived from oxalic 
and molybdic acids, and is therefore termed oxalo- 
molybdic acid. if asheet of paper be immersed in 
a saturated solution of avid, dried in the dark, and 
then exposed behind an ordinary photographic neg- 
ative, avery sbarp printin blue may be obtained 
by exposure to sunlight for about ten minutes. The 
color instantly disappears in contact with water, so 
that if a piece of this sensitised paper be wholly ex- 
posed to the sunlight, one may write in white upon 
the blue ground by using a pen dipped in water. 
If, however, the paper with its blue markings be 
exposed to a gentle heat for a few minutes, the 
blue changes to black, and the characters are then 
no longer destroyed by water. 








_ PAPER tough as wood is now to be made by mix- 
ing cloride of zine with the pulp in the course of 
manufacture. It has been found that the greater 
the degree of concentration of the zinc solution the 
greater will be the toughness of the paper. [t can 
be used for making boxes, combs, for roofing, and

BATTLE OF KERNSTOWN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In reading your paper of the 8h of June my attention 
was attracted to a0 answer to * M. McG.,”’ which in 
me, as I was medical officer in charge of the 2d Battalion, 
which consisted of the reserve brigade, 3d Division, of dis - 
wounted cavairy, which left Camp Stoveman July 5, 1864, 
and was eugaved in the battle of Kerostown that you mea. 
tion. Aa sccount of this | wrote for the N. Y. Mai and 
Express on Feb. 2, 1889. I was with this command in all the 
engagements it was in, and was with it daily, and I think 
that the remark you state was made oy Gea. Hunter, and 
which I heard for the firat time, * that their presence in the 
field was a serious injury to bis cb of es," 
have been intended for the Confederates, as no 
would be likely to make such a statement of bis own Sorees. 
unless be desired to shift the blame of a possible blunder 
or failure to accomplish what he iatended to «0. rea- 
soos for making such a grave charge should be giveo, that 
they might be disapproved. The dismounted cavalry were 
ready to do their share of the fighting in each of the engage- 
ments they took partion. I do not think, however, that any 
experienced military man could expect any extraordinary 
amount of bravery from d:‘smounted cavalrymen used as 
intantry, and unacquainted with infantry tactic , com- 
posed of over a dozen different regiments, reculars and vol- 
unteere, commanded bv officers who were strangers to 
them, and without the “esprit du corps” which is an incen- 
tive to courage im battle. It is true that asa body they did 
oot do as well or show the umount of bravery that the com- 
mand of Col. James A. Mulligan did. But the commaad of 
Col. Mulligan was exceptionally brave, ana [ do not think 
that there were any braver men in the Army of West Vir- 
ginia than those be commanded. One of bis companies was 
armed with 16. shooters, and it wa- the proud boast of the 
23:4 Illinvia Lofaotry that they never lost one of them. I do 
pot think that the battie of Kernstuwn could have been 
won, even if the entire Army commanded by Gen. Hunter 
was composed of as goa material as Col. Mulligan com- 
manded. Tne Confederates were not only brave but they 
haw the selection of their ground. I do not think that Gen. 
Hunter bad many braver men io his Army than Lt. Col. Sami. 
B. M. Young, of the 4th Pa. Cavalcy, who was in command 
of the dismounted cavairy. Col. Young was shot in the arm 
while facing the foe while in command of our wen in this 
engagement. I hastened to hie side to attend to his wound 
and assist him to reach an ambulance. The onslaught of the 
Confederates, however, was so vigorous that I had barely 
time to place bim in it and give bim my bisnket to avoid 
our capture by the enemy. 1 will adwit that the officers of 
thw command, although several of them were in Libby 
prigon, did not show the bravery that might have been ex- 
pected of them in this eogagement. With the exception of 
Col. Young, Capt. H. H. n, of the 2d N. Y. Cav., and 
Capt. Scovill, of an Obio cavairy regiment, and myself, 
there were no other officers with this command untt! we ar- 
rived at Maryland Heights. 

After the woundiag of Col. Young, of our command, in 
the attack and our defeat, we were on theextreme right and 
unsupported during the battle, Our men became divided 
about 300 of them feli back with me into # large cornfield. i 
believe about 200 followed Capt. Mason. 1 emerged with the 
mep from the cornfield but was met with such a terrific 
fusilade trom the enemy thut we were obliged to fall back 
towards the lett, in the direction of where Mulligan’s men 
were. L wasthe only officer with this battalion after the 
wounding of Cul. Young in this engagement, Capt. Mason 
having been separatea from me with a | de t. 
The detachment that I was with mate themselves useful in 
tbe retreat, aiding in spiking guns, destroyiug 
muskets, etc., setting fire vo abandoued property, etc., etc., 
and lingered at times in their work loog enough w hear 
very audibly the hey of our pursvers. I believe if it were 
not for the excellent service of the batteries, I think they 
were Band L of the 5th U. 8. Artillery, there would be no 
doubt of ourcapture. In the engagement preceding this 
one we were placed on the other side of the river from the 
main force, we were also to the right in this engagement 
and the 135th Obio militia 3 months’ men were to our left. 
We were ulso attacked in this engagement as soon as we 
were in line of battle, as rapidly and as vigorously as we 
were at Kernstown. We were driven into the river, our hos- 
pital surgeons, etc.. captured, and our meo while crossing 
made targets for musketry and shells until we counected 
with the maio force, which was on the bill overlooking the 
river and our command, I think, ard bave thought, that it 
wasa mistake in placing us on this side of the river, but 
there might bave been ap object in doing it that I could not 
understand, [ thought the river should not bave separated 
us from the main force, as we could ao equally efficacious 
picket work on the — city aim.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE time fixed by the Navy Department’s adver- 
tisement, dated May 24, 1889, for receiving proposals 
for the construction of three cruisers for the U. 8. 
Navy, viz.: August 1, 1889, is extended to 12 o'clock, 
noen, Thursday, August 22, 1889. 

A Boarp of officers, consisting of Capt. A. P. 
Cooke, Major H. B. Lowry, U. 8. Marine Corps, and 
Civil Engr. P. C. Asserson, met at the Navy-yard, 
Norfolk, Va., June 21, for the purpose of selecting a 
site for the new marine barracks authorized to be 
erected at that Navy-yard. 

DuRine May 25 vessels, with an aggregate tonnage 
of 35,143 tons, were launched from the Clyde ship- 
vards, against 14,156 tons in the same period of 1888. 
For the five months tbe total tonnage put into the 
water bas been 115,493 against 73,793 1n the corre- 
sponding period of last year. 


E1cst new ships for the British Navy, just com- 
meveed or to be begun this year, are to be named 
the Hood.

THE routine work preliminary to the meeting of 
the Iinterrational Marine Conference in Washing- 
ton isin progress at tbe Navy Department under 
the direction of Admiral Franklin and Lieut.

A called 
meeting of the American ¢elegates to the confer- 
ence will be held in Washington to consult as to 
their probable course of action. A number of let- 
ters bave been received containing suggestions for 
the benefit of the delegates, that some of the most 
pertinent and well timed of which kave been made 
by people who are notin any way conpected with 
shippiog interests. 

THe Admiralty Gazette says: ‘‘In these days of 
Hydrozraphic errors, while the Sultan’s loss is yet 
fresb in the memory of that important personage 
the British taxpayer, who fully believes that the 
ship ran upon an unmarked rock, it is a trifle awk- 
ward for the Admiralty to have to publish a Notice 
to Mariners cancelling another lately issued. The 
reason is frankly given, namely, ‘an error of five 
miles having crept into the latitudes.’ There was 
undoubtedly plenty of latitude given to admit of so 
large an erroras five wiles‘ creeping in.’ Still, such 
bas been the case with the bank called after Lazar- 
us, that man of trial and tribulation."’ 


Worp has been sent to the commandant of the 
Navy yard, NewYork, directing him to proceed with 
the 3! repairs on the Ga and Yantic as 
soon after ~y | 1, the commencement of the new 
tiscal year, as is possible.

May 11 the Benbow, Phaeton, Landrail and Dora, 
with two torpedo boats, made a night attack on Va- 
letta, leaving Malta at 3.30P.m. At8 P.M. the bat- 
teries were manned and the electric search lichts 
swept the surface of the water in ali directions, bué 
it was considerably later before the attacking 
squadron bove in sight.

Reports received from San Francisco indicate 
that the cruiser Charleston will be ready for another 
trial in about three weeks.

for a remission of penalties for delay already 
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crued. These plans were furnished by the English 
shipwrights who built the Naniwa-Kan, and it is 
found that exactly the same error in regard to the 
crossheads slide was made in the case of this ship.

SECRETARY TRACY is endeavoring to effect a final 
settlement of the claims of the assignees of Jobn 
Roach for the construction of the Chicago, Boston, 
and Atlantv. About two months before Secretary 
Whitney’s retirement the accounts were hung up 
awaiting the result of a test of certain shafting, 
which was delayed until very recently, owing to 
the breaking of the testing machiue. These tests 
baye now been satisfactorily made, however, and 
tbe accounts of the contractors are being adjusted, 
deductions from their bills being made on account 
of work on the vessels executed at Government 
Navy-yards after the failure of the contractor. 


CANDIDATES for admission into the Medical Corps 
of the Navy are not as numerous as the Surgeon 
General desires. There was u statement printed 
some time ago that this was on account of thesever- 
ity of the examination. The great trouble seems to 
be with passing the physical examination. Fully 
one-half of the candidates failed to pass this most 
important part of the examination, and as a result 
but very few ever appear before the professional 
beard.

ASIATIC STATION, 
May 20, 1889. 

THE U.S. flagship Omaha is now at Yokobama, Japan, and 
will probably remain io that port until final disposition is 
made of the Monocacy. It would appear that she is to be 
put in cruising condition again, as an order has been issued 
for the Omaha and Marion to return all the stores, etc., they 
bad received from her. The Omaha will probably be in 
Yokohama until the middle of Juve;after that date, it is 
presumed, the admiral will make a northern cruise for the 
summer, going to Hakodate and the northern ports of 
Japan, and to Viadivostock. 

The Marion bas been at Nagasaki, Japan, since May 3. She 
received orders and was in readiness to go to Manila on 
special service. when ber departure was delayed by tele- 
gram on account of cholera in Manila. The special service 
is understood to be the location of a reef about’ 300 miles 
from Manilla, and not marked on any chart. The Palos, the 
only other ship on the station, is at Chemulpoo, Corea. Her 
commanding officer thinks it necessary to put in either at 
Kobe or Nagasaki for repairs before she can make any 
cruising. Recent orders have been issued tu the squadron 
forbidding any fresh water to be used from asbore for otber 
purposes than filling the boilers. All wate: for drinking and 
cooking purposes is to be distilled on board ship. Much 
sickness sometimes arises from the use of shore water. A 
notice was also issued to the commending officers of the 
squadron, informing them that the commanding officer of 
the Marion bad informed the admira! of his purchase of 
Takao coal in Kobe at the low price of six Mexican dollars 
($4.40 U. S. gold) per ton, and stating that with this coal the 
engines gave as good results as with the best Takashima 
coal, at a much higher price. Commauding officers were 
recommended to use the Takao coal when it can be had of 
good quality. The genera! health of the officers and men 
of the squadron is good. Everybody is sorry to hear of the 
injury to our prospective flagship, the Pensacola, while in 
dry dock at Norfolk.

OUR GREATEST INVENTOR. 


WHEN John Ericsson died, a few weeks ago, there 
was little more mention of bim in the newspapers, 
outside of his own city, than would have been ac- 
corded a local political ** boss” or a man who had 
become ricb by the sale of a worthless or dangerous 
pes medicine. In New York, which had been his 

ome for nearly balf a century, the comments upon 
his life and career occupied no more space than is 
frequently given to the matrimonial vagaries of an 
opéra-boujfe girl. Judged by commercial stand- 
ards, the newspapers were perhaps not to be blamed, 
for the majority of their readers eare little for 
scientific achievements except in concrete ferm. Of 
those who knew Ericsson by name, few had heard 
much about him oe that he designed the his 
toric Monitor—a vessel of a type which has become 
unfashionable, if not obsolete,*in naval architec- 
ture—and those who knew him better were not of 
the class which talks a great deal. 

Yet, if asked to name an inventor and adapter who 
had accomplished more and laid the world under 
greater obligations than Ericsson, the best-informed 
man would be at a loss. Comparisons are odious 
when the values of great inventions are considered, 
but except in the department of electricity it would 
be difficult to name any inventor who was Erics- 
son’s peer. Yet the country has often rung with 
the praises of some new contrivance and its origi- 
nator, while a great genius was busily coining his 
brains into public benefit with little or no recogni- 
tion from men outside of his own profession. 

That Ericsson and his work were not better known 
was largely the fault—if fault it was—of the in- 
ventor himself. He was utterly destitute of desire 
for notoriety; stranger still, he never seemed to 
imagine there could be any gain to him in exploit- 
ing his projects. The latter-day inventor generally 
takes the public into his confidence, and finds profit 
in so doing ; no matter how valuable his time, he al- 
ways can spare some for the reporter who can pub- 
lish an “interview ”’ in a newspaper of fair circu- 
lation. No sooner has he an idea that seems prom- 
ising thau he hurries a model together, applies for 
a patent, and organizes acompany to “develop” 
his theory. He, or bis company, floods the country 
with circulars and invades it with agents and can- 
vassers. Ericsson, on the contrary, kept his ideas to 
himself, after a little experience in the dangers of 
talking before patenting; he seldom offered any of 
his ideas to the public until they were fully devel- 
oped and tested; even then they were seldom pub- 
licly associated with his name. He seemed to work 


' for the sake of working; be made some money, and

always was “‘forebanded, but bis principal satisfac- 
tion and remuneration were in the successful work- 
ing of his inventions. He knew well that men of 
bis own profes-ion, or in kindred callings, must 
know of bis work an‘ esteem it at its proper value 
for the opinions of the world at large he had as 
much contempt as the veriest aristocrat. 

Of too large nature to be conceited, he neverthe- 
less estimated all bis inventions at their full wortb; 
assuming that all other sensible persons would do 
likewise, 1t never ocourred to him to claim any 
special attention. 

Many of Ericsson's scientific devices bave names 
which would scarcely be self explanatory, but they 
buve been invaluable in facilitating mechanical 
efforts of which the public accept the finished pro- 
duct without knowing its origin and dvelepment. 
Otbers, however, are far more widely known than 
the name of their inventor. One of ¢hese is the 
screw propeller, which, though not first applied to 
a vessel in this country, was here first so used as to 
attract the attention of the world and revolutionize 
steam navigation. 

Gain to the world at large—not to himself—was 
the plea with which be brought forward each and 
all of his inventions. No pure statesman, no self- 
sacrificing wi-sionary, ever felt himself more fully 
the servant of the people than Ericsson. He made 
some money,—it would be impossible fur the origi- 
nator of so many valuable devices not to stumble 
occasionally upon reward or compensati »n,—but it 
would be equally impossible for any one to do more 
and receive less. Any one of twenty of his inven- 
t ons that might be named would have yielded him 
as much money as he died possessed of, bad it been 
managed in the mapper peculiar to all important 
devices of the present day. 

So regardless was Ericsson of personal gain, so 
fully and grandly did he recognize the right of all 
to benefit by bis efforts, that for many years be was 
careless about patenting his inventions. It was not 
until he occasionally found himself hampered, in 
using ideas of bis own which observant but un- 
scrupulous persons bad *“ modified ” and patented, 
that he began to protect himself carefully through 
the Patent Offive. Uatil so annoyed, he had talked 
freely of his theories aod plans and displayed his 
models; afterwards he would explain to his inti- 
mates in a semi apologetic way that his letters- 
patent were quite as much for tbe protection of the 
public as himself, for while he owned them the users 
of his devices would not be subjected to the uofair 
exactions which are customary regardiug sew inven- 
tions, —as, for instance, the telephone. While build- 
ing the original Monitor, one of bis principal causes 
of anxiety was the obcaining of patents on the many 
new features of the engines; had not these been 
secured, the cost of the improvements might have 
been douvled and quadrupled to the Government 
when used in succeeding vessels of the same class. 

It is impossible to estimst : rightly the man and ac- 
ecouut for bis achievements without fixing attention 
upon his lack of regard for self, money, or ear lux- 
ury that money could buy. It was not prodigality or 
carelessness, either of which is frequently mistaken 
for largeness of soul. Sosincere was Ericsson's devo- 
tion to humanity and its needs that he treated his 
physical and mental self as aspecies of machine 
which must be kept in perfect condition for the 
work demanded by its creator. No professional 
athlete took greater care of his body tban this wife- 
less, childless, unsocial genius and worker. His 
food, though plain, was selected with great care and 
with sole reference to nutrition. He had no lux- 
uries or indulgences; he used neither liquor nor to- 
baceo, thougb born of a race inordinately fond of 
both. His pbysical strength was almost incredible. 
While building the Mon —he was then only a 
year less than sixty—a great bar of iron chanced to 
be in his way, so be asked two workmen to remove 
it. They declined, saying it was too heavy. Then 
the old man, unaided, picked up the mass, carried 
it across the building, and tossed it on a heap against 
the wall. At noon-bour the amazed couple of work- 
men got assistance and, through curiosity, carried 
the bar to the scales; it weighed nearly a third of a 
ton! 

His great physical reserve the old man endeavored 

not to draw upon; although he worked 12 hours of 
every 24, he gave several hours a day to diverting 
exercise; during a clear evening he would walk 
from bis house to Central Park and back agaio—a 
round trip of seven or eight miles; if the evening 
were unpleasant out of doors he would devise some 
exercise in doors for his arms and chest. Social 
gatherings he regarded as utter meutal and pares 
dissipation, so far as he was concerned; his work- 
ing associates were all the company he craved, and 
so diverse were his industries and plans that he 
never experienced a sense of monotony. He ap- 
peared to lack no healthy human sent'ment, for his 
few intimate friends say bis opinions on all subjects 
were sensible and his sympathies warm and com- 
prehensive; nevertheless be koew, as truly as any 
of the men and women whom tbe world esteems 
almost as saints, “‘ that perfect duty is perfect joy.” 
His walls were abundantly decorated, but with 
models of his numerous inventions, and instead of 
pictures were bung ty = mechanical drawiags in 
which he would revel during some of his hours of 
rest. 
His faculty of reasoning promptly from cause to 
effect never deserted bim. The last illustration of 
it was given only a few days before the end of his 
life. e had been losing strength through organic 
ailments peculiar to old age,—for he was in his 864 
year,—and was persuaded to take to bis bed and to 
medical advice. Physicians were calied, and the 
old man requested their oninions, Tbey described, 
in detail, the defects of his physical machinery; 
he listened attentively, and when they had ended 
he said, in his customary decided manner, “ Then 1 
must die.”” As usual, his deduction was correct. 

Genius is superabuudant bere,—the records of the 
Patent Office are full of evidences of it,—but as for 
work, reams and tons of wortbless certificates of 
stock in undeveloped inventions ex lain that gen- 
iis too frequently draws the liaeat work. 1n Erivs- 
son were combined the ability to plan, the energy 
to execute, and the leading purpose of benefitin 
the world at large before himself. This trio of quali- 
ties, exemplified by a bewildering array of brilliant 
results, places the name of Ericsson above that of 
apy of bis fellow-inventors on the roll of fame, and 
should keep his memory as green as well as that of 








any great suldier or statesman. 
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OUR NEW NAVY. 

THE Navy Department has issued its proposals 
for the two 3,000 ton steel cruisers, authorized by 
the last Congress, the bids to be opened Aug, 22. 
They are to have a maximum speed of at least 19 
knots an hour, and as much more as the contractor 
can get under the stimulus of an award of 250,000 
for each quarter of a knot, with a penalty of the 
same amount for each quarter of a knot deficit. 
They are to be built according to plans provided or 
adopted by the Navy Department and eompleted in 
two years at a cost of $1,100,000 each. Proposals 
are divided into five classes: 1. Hull and ma- 
chinery in accordance with the plans and specifica- 
tions of the Secretary of the Navy. 2. Hull and 
wachinery after the plans and specifications of the 
contractor. 3.. Hull, according to the plans of the 
Department—engines, boilers anc appurtenances of 
any design not exceeding in weight or occupying 
more space than those planned by the Department. 
4. Engines, etc., after the naval designs, and the 
hull after the designs of the contractor. The ar- 
rangements forthe accommodation of all machinery, 
coal, armament, fittings, equipments and stores 
complete, must be for the same articles and equally 
convenient and commodious as those contained in 
the Department's plans and specifications. No offer 
for more than one vessel, complete, including hull 
and machinery, is to b2 embraced in the same pro- 
posal; but the same bidder may propose separately 
forone or both of the vessels, and under one or 
more of the four classes of proposals. 

The plans adopted have been agreed upon by a 
Board of Officers, consisting of Commodore Sicard, 
Commodore Schley, Engineer in-Chief Melville, 
and Chief Naval Constructor Wilson. The type on 
which the new vessels are to be constructed is of 
the Medusa and Medea class, two of the latest 
of the fast British unarmored cruisers, and 
the Navy Department has conciuded to allow 
the coutractors to take either their own plars 
for hull and machinery or those prepared by tho 
Navy Department. But the contract speed, or 
better, must be shown, or else the vessel will not be 
accepted by the Navy Department. 

Like the three 2,000-ton vessels advertised for 
last month, the two new cruisers of the 3,090-ton 
type will be armed wholly with rapid-firing guns, 
which seem to be the latest improvement for new 
vessels of war. These will be of the 6 and 4 inch 
calibre. 

The Board is now engaged in working out the 
scheme of the 7,500 and 5,300-ton vessels author- 
ized by Congress several years ago. It is expected 
that the work will be in shape to admit of the ves- 
sels being advertised for in the course of the next 
few months. In regard to the construction of the 
submerged cruiser or monitor, from plans pre- 
pared by the Hon. John R. Thomas, the Board is 
now considering the advisability of altering the 
plans somewhat from those originally presented. 
The law provides that this vessel shall be built from 
plans furnished by Mr. Thomas, but upon a careful 
examination of the drawings it has been found that 
there exists several discrepancies, Whether there 
is authority to change the plans has not yet been 
decided. 

Nothing has heen done in relation to the con- 
struction of the new dynamite cruiser. This was 
to be contingent upon the success of the Vesu- 
vius, but so far the latter vessel has not performed 
satisfactorily all the requirements of the contract. 
There is some trouble with the mechanism of the 
dynamite gun, and until this is satisfactorily ad- 
justed nothing towards a final acceptance of the 
vessel by the Government can be entertained. The 
Vesuvius, in addition to showing a certain speed, 
must also exhibit to the satisfaction of the trial 
board that the guns are m every way suited for the 
uses of the ship and have been thoroughly tested 
and adjusted. So far this has not been done. 








Heroes of the war which occupied the attention 
of the country, from the spring of 1861 to the spring 
of 1865, imagine that they used up an unheard of 
amount of explosives during that period, in salut- 
ing their friends, the enemy. They will be sur 
prised to learn that the engineers of the new Croton 
Aqueduct, during the thirty-three months they 








were occupied in blasting out their thirty-mile 
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tunnel, used every two months an amount of explo- 
sives in excess of the entire expenditure during our 
five years of war. We say this in justice to the 
gentlemen who have been sometimes suspected of 
wasting a good deal of Government powder in 
settling their little differences. Their total expen- 
diture proves to have been a trifling matter; only 
sufficient to keep a gang of ten thousand Aqueduct 
laborers at work a couple of months, and to build 
two miles of tunnel. Moral: This shows how 
much more wasteful are the ways of peace than those 
of war. 








A POPULAR MILITIA. 


In answer to an inquiry why Rochester, N. Y., 
once the headquarters of a brigade of militia, now 
has one company only, the Brooklyn Eagle says : 
‘‘ The reason probably is because the militia business 
of the State has been over-officialized. The trouble 
began when the militia were called the National 
Guard. It was continued under the rigid regu- 
lation of divisions, brigades, regiments and the 
like. There is no spontaneity in the present mili 
tary organization. It is over officialized. It is 
governed too much from Albany. The men are 
not allowed to do enough of what they please. The 
endeavor seems to be to put the State establish- 
ment on the same basis that the small national 
establishment is placea. Young men won't stand 
that sort of thing. At no time should there bea 
different sort of military organization in a com. 
munity from that which its people naturally incline 
to. The military expression should be responsive to 
the exact quality of the military spirit in each lo- 
cality. A blunder was made at Albany when the 
old division system was broken up. Another was 
made when the State uniform was prescribed on all 
occasions. Others are made every time the business 
of court-martialling is brought down to so finea 
point. Some of these days the people will make up 
their minds that they are entitled to have the kind 
of militia they want, and that they need not put 
up with the kind which juiceless martinets would 
impose upon them.” 

This is a sort of reasoning that does not apply to 
any other profession, and why should it be supposed 
to apply to the military profession? We do not 
know precisely what is meant by the term ‘‘people,” 
unless it is intended to indicate those who know 
nothinz of the requirements of professional service. 
This class are not permitted to choose our doctors 
or our lawyers, whose duties and responsibilities in 
the exercise of their profession are no more ex- 
acting than those of a soldier in the exercise of 
his. The editor of the Eagle, learned and accom 
plished as he is, would not be allowed to practice 
medicine, or law, unless he had studied profession 
ally for the proper length of time, passed an exam 
ination before the pundits, and secured a diploma 
certifying to his wisdom and ,his experience. Why 
then should he ask that he or others be allowed a 
license for killing people who disregard the law, 
without proper training, proper examination as to 
his fitness to exercise so grave a responsibility, and 
submission to the restraints associated with it, and 
which are classified generally under the heading of 
military law and custom ¢ 

The use of the term ‘‘ people” in such a connec- 
tion tempts us to the exclamation concerning them 
Which is unjustly associated with the memory of 
the late Mr. Vanderbilt. 

An efficient militia is what we want, and not a 
popular militia. We had better trust ourselves 
Wholly to the posse comitatus than to a badly 
organized, ill-officered, and inefficiently trained 
organization of men having nothing of the soldier 
but his uniform. Our recollection of Rochester 
militia in the days of our youth bas not inspired us 
with a lively sense of the importance of multiplying 
such “soldiers.” And going still further back, we 
are reminded of the s:ories told us of the days 
when the father of the editor of the JourNa hid, 
With other lads, behind a barn upon the lake shore 
Opposite Rochester and witnessed the utterly dis- 
graceful conduct in the face of the enemy of the 
militia of that day. Let us consider, too, Bladens- 
burg and other experiences of the good old days tor 
which the venerable editor of the Eagle is sighing 
before we adopt his theories upon the subject of 
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THE ARMY AND THE MILITIA. 


IT is gratifying to observe that the War Depart- 
meat 1s not only complying with all requests from 
State officials for the detail of officers of the 
Regular Aimy for duty in connection with militia 
encampments, but that there is a growing ten- 
dency to have the troops of the Regular Army join 
the State troops in these summer manceuvres. 
The Commanding General bas approved the sug- 
gestion of Colonel Black that the entire 23d Inf. 
be allowed to participate in the encampment of 
the Michigan Militia, near Battle Creek, from 
August 8 to 13. A proposition has been made, 
and will probably be approved, for the presence of 
one of the rifle teams of the Regular Army at 
Camp Douglas during the encampment there of 
the Wisconsin Militia. Should lack of funds make 
it impossible to carry out the programme for the 
concentration of the regular troops for manceuvres 
among themselves, it is highly probable that other 
regiments may be ordered to take part in the militia 
epcampments.

R. K. Evans, 12th Inf., at Fort 
Henry, Miss., June 15 to — ; Captain Joseph Hale, 
8d Inf., at State Range during June, July and 
August; Col. H. M. Biack, 23d Inf., near Battle 
Creek, Mich., Aug. 8 to 13; Col. E. F. Town- 
send, 12th Inf., at Watertowa, Dakota, June 25 to 
July 1. 








THE indications are that at least one of the three 
disabled captains of the 2d Cavalry—Norwood, 
Gregg, and McAdams—will be selected for retire- 
ment during the next few days. The early retire- 
meat of Captain H. 8S. Weeks, 8th Cavalry, is also 
looked for. Retirements in these two regiments 
will give promotion to the senior (by length of ser- 
‘vice) 1st lieutenants in regiments having incapaci- 
tated officers. With date of commission as the 
governing factor in determining the senior 1st lieu- 
tenant, Captain McDougall, 7th Cavalry, would be 
selected for retirement in lieu of Captain Weeks, 
as the date ot Lieutenant Varnum’s commission 
ante-dates that of Lieutenant Phelps by nearly 
three years, while, on the other hand, Lieutenant 
Phelps’s Jength of service exceeds that of Lieutenant 
Varnum by over three ;*>rs. The three senior 1st 
lieutenants of infantry, »y length of service, in 
regiments having disabled officers, are 1st Lieuten- 
ants Burns, 17th, Rockefeller, 9th, and Dodge, 23d, 
the disabled captains being Troxel, Hofman, and 
Wheaton. By date of commission the same three 
lieutenants would stand in the following order as to 
seniority: Dodge, Burns, and Rockfeller. 








ANOTHER question in connection with the Watson 
longevity claims has sprung up. The late Auditor 
Day, before turning over the office to his successor, 
addressed a communication to the 2d Comptroller 
in which he took exception to that portion of 
Sigourney Butler's memorandum in the Grant case 
cutting off cadet, enlisted, and volunteer service 
during the period from March 2, 1867, to July 14, 
1870. Mr. Day considers this view of Butler’s in 
direct opposition to the very plain dictum of the 
Supreme Court, ‘‘ we are of the opinion that such 
service (cadet service) should be reckoned ip com- 
puting longevity prior, as well as subsequent to, the 
Act of February 24, 1881.” This, the Auditor con- 
tends, means that allowance should be made for 
cadet service for the entire period from 1838 down 
to 1881 and, for that matter, since. In deciding 
that the act of 1867 operated to cut off all other 
service than service as a commissioned officer until 
that act was superseded by the act of 1870, the ex- 
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correct, for that particular service was not consid- 
ered in connection with the Watson case, but the 
Court having decided in favor of allowance for 
cadet service during the full period stated, and 
that, too, after consideration of the act of 1867, it 
hardly seems to be within the province of the ac- 
counting officers to give a different interpretation 
of alaw from that placed upon it by the highest 
legal tribunal in the country. The Auditor's office 
has suspended final adjustment of these claims, 
pending the decision of the new Comptroller upon 
the point raised by Mr. Day. The only claims thus 
far settled by the two offices are those of General 
Grant and General Rosecrans. The pending ques- 
tion was not involved in these two cases. 








A GENTLEMAN, whose long acquaintance with our 
new Adjutant General enables him to speak with 
confidence of his personal characteristics, says that 
President Harrison could not have found in the 
Army a more just minded man, or one who can be 
more thoroughly depended upon to elevate official 
action to the high plane of impersonality. Such a 
man is needed in the position to which General 
Kelton has been appointed. The Army has always 
complained, with how much justice we cannot say, 
that propinquity and personal influence counted 
for far too much at Washington. Every officer 
should stand the same before headquarters, and 
feel the absolute assurance that character, experi- 
ence and ability will not be outweighed by personal 
inflaence of any kind. Nor should even agreeable 
personal characteristics be given undue weight. 
The arts of the courtier flourish in the shadow of 
thrones, but they should be discouraged at the 
headquarters of a Republican Army. A wilitary 
organization is sufficiently in conflict, at the best, 
with popular ideas. It should not be made un- 
necessarily so by being allowed to become the refuge- 
of time servers and sycophants. 








THE outlook for the assignment of the star gradu- 
ates of the Military Academy to the Corps of Engi- 
neers is not so discouraging after all. It is reason- 
ably certain that there will be three vacancies with- 
in the next few months. Colonel Parke bas applied 
to be retired under the forty year servicelaw, which 
insures one vacancy on July 1; Captain Hinman has. 
been found incapacitated by a retiring board and 
can be retired at any time, and on October 6 Cap- 
tain Griffin, it is understood, will resign, having 
secured a long leave of absence with that end in 
view. The six members standing at the head of the 
class were recommended by the Academic Board 
for the Engineer Corps. At least four of that 
number, and probably five, will be so assigned. 








BRIGADIER-GENERAL STANLEY is in Wasbington 
this week. His mission there is in connection with 
the affairs of his department, mainly on the subject 
of a rearrangement of the defences on the Rio 
Grande. He favors the abandonment of Forts 
Brown, Davis and Concho, and the re-establishment 
ona large scale of the post at old Fort Duncan, 
which, through the rapid growth of the city of 
Eagle Pass, becomes a very important and desira- 
ble point for the presence of a garrison. The views 
of the Commanding General on the subject are not 
yet known, but it is highly probible that his pres- 
ent consultation with General Stanley will result in 
a favorable recommendation to Congress this winter 
for an appropriation ‘to carry out the plan pro~ 
posed. - 


MAJOR GENERAL SCHOFIELD is making s‘renuous 
efforts to furnish the artillery with adequate means 
for a thorough course of practice with heavy guns, 
and we note this week that the troops at Washing- 
ton Barracks and Fort McHenry, instead of en- 
camping for the summer near Gettysburg, as was 
anticipated, will encamp at Fort Monroe, where the 
desired practice can be svccessfully pursued.

Anong the matters to be deter- 
mined, are the assignment of the West Point 
graduates, the appointment of civilian experts on 
the Rz2bellion Record Board, the retirement of 
three officers for disabi'ity, the appointments of an 
Assistant Adjutant General and Superintendent 
of the Military Academy, action upon various mat- 
ters recently submitted by the Ordnance and For- 
tification Board, and various other matters of a 
financial nature. No conclusion has yet been 
reached as to the branch trom which the selection 
of a superintendent for the Military Academy will 
be made. There are several efficient officers of the 
line whose names are being considered with those 
of Volonel Poe and Wilson, of the Engineer Corps. 
These officers are Colonel Townsend, 12th I[nf.;

A CORRESPONDENT, in a well written article on 
** Army Schools,” says: ‘‘ The cardinal mistake is 
the lack of uniformity in teaching and grading, and 
the use of different text-books.” Last week, ina 
brief ‘‘ Answer,” we referred to the fact that ‘‘a 
project is now afoot to havea uniform system of 
instruction for post schools and a uniform list of 
school books.” Reports on the subject are comimg 
in to the headquarters of the Army, and doubt- 
less the desired end will be attained before many 
months. 








THERE are no statements concerning the settle- 
ment of Samoan affuirs at Berlin sufficiently au- 
thentic to justify usin commenting upon them. 
The English papers would appear, however, to share 
the impression which is entertained in this country, 
that the settlement is substantially upon the lines 
laid down by our State Department. They indulge, 
therefore, in remarks very complimentary to Ameri 
can diplomacy, and the importance of the United 
States as a factor in international disputes. 








THE Navy and Navy Department have responded 
most liberally to the relief fund for the Johnstowu 
sufferers through Mr. M.S. Thompson. The list is 
headed by the Secretary with $100. This is imme- 
diately followed by Admiral D. D. Porter, with $25, 
numbers of others gavea like amount, while Mrs. 
Brownson sent ber check for $50. Pay Director 
Cutter gave $20, as did many, while the $10 and $5 
list grew very rapidly. The total to date through 
this source amounts to $2,461.30. Of this sum the 
different yards gave liberally, although many had 
contriobuted to local organizations, etc., before it 
was decided toraise anaval fund. Naval officers 
all over the country gave liberally before the * cir- 
cular notice’ reached them. But for this, the naval 
fund would have been in the aggregate an amount 
the Service could well be proud of. At all events, 
it is most creditable. 








In the St. Louis Globe-Democrat of May 24 ap- 
peared a letter on thesubject of Army desertions 
from Colonel Henry R. Mizner, 17th Infantry, and 
another letter signed ** Captain of Cavalry, U.S. A."’ 
Extracts from these letters appeared in the JouURNAL 
of Junel. Both of these were inadvertently cred- 
ited to Colenel Mizuer, who wrote only one of them 
The last sentence quoted, commencing “All the talk 
about young men being disgusted by brutality or 
coarseness of the old soldier is simply ‘rot,’’’ did 
uot appear in the letter of Colonel Mizner. 








Tux Kunsas City Times discusses the question of 
regimental vs. lineal promotion, referred to by us 
last week, and quotes an officer of the Army as say- 
ing: “From efforts continually repeated and presen- 
ted in as many different lights as possible the un- 
equal promotion may be stopped and a more just 
method adopted. With the exception of the pro- 
motion of first lieutenants of artiliery to the grade 
of captain, promotion would not be unreasonably 
slow. Lam not complaining of slowness, but of in- 
equality in promotion.”

FITZ-HUGH LEFF, 


J. M. Wrient, in bis Recollections of West Point 
before the War, tells this story of Fitz Hugh Lee: 

I was on post ip the hall of one of the divisions of 
the barracks. | had completed my inspection of 
rooms aud received the assurance of ‘all right’’ 
from the occupants of each. It was getting aloug 
towards tattodo, and I took the lust surreptitious 
whiff at my pipe and stuck it inside my coat, and 
discontinued the unauthorized conversation | was 
having wich a couple of fellows through a half open 
door, and made all the necessary preparations for 
receiving and reporting to the officer in charge, 
who, I bad been advised by grapevine despatch a 
few minutes before, bad started at the otber end of 
the barracks. He gaveagreat rattle of his sword 
before opening the hall door, for fear | would not 
know be was coming. 1 reported in the usual way, 
but be did not turn away at once as was usual. lL 
had often saluted this officer, but had never spoken 
tohim. He had given me many an order, but he 
probably never heard my voice. He was an offcer 
and | a cadet, and he knew me only by sight and 
name. Buta great event was upon him that broke 
down the rigid barner between the officer and the 
cadet soldier. I stood at wondering attention, but 
he advanced and took my hand and said, as he bad 
said something like to uther cadets he met that last 
evening of bis: *“*Good bye, my boy. God bless 
you.” And so Fitz Hugh Lee went out from West 
Point before the war into the great, stirring events 
of the war itself.

PLANS FOR COMPLETING THE “PURITAN, 


SECRETARY TRACY has approved the revised plans 
of Naval Constructor Philip Hichborn adopted by 
the Board of Bureau Chiefs for th completica of 
the double turreted monitor Puritan There are to 
be four 12-ip. guns pluced in covered barbettes. The 
axis of these guus are to be 10ft. Gin. above load 
water line, which will 'ermit the fighting of these 
guns in a heavy sea, while the permanent steel walls 
of the barbettes above which the guns revolve 
greatly increase the free board and wake the ship 
more seaworthy. The revolving parts of tbe turn- 
tables, the hydraulic machinery, and the loading 
aud elevating gear of these gups are to be protected 
by steel armor 14 inches in thickres- barked by 8 
inches of wood, two half-inch plates, and a system 
of horizontal and vertical girders. The protection 
of the bull is provided by a belt of steel armor 5ft. 
Jin. in depth, extending the entire length of the 
vessel. This belt 1s to be 14 inches in thickness from 
the top of the armor to one foot below the load 
water line, thence tapering to six ipches at the 
armor shelf for a length of 160 feet, that is, extend- 
ing sufficiently forward and aft to protect the boil- 
ers, Magazines, etc. Immediately forward and abaft 
these points the belt is reduced to 10 inches in thick - 
uess for a iength of 20 feet, and at the extreme end 
to six inches in thickness. This armor is to be thor- 
aay backed by wood logging and a system of 
rigid framing and girders. 

Additional protection 1s furnished by deck plat- 
ing two inches in thickness covering the entire 
deck. This plating is to bein two courses. The 
upper course is te extend over and be secured to the 
belt armor. The bull is subdivided into numerous 
watertight compartments, with a view to combin.- 
ing strength and safety. The coal is tw be so ar- 
ranged as to give much additional protection to en- 
gines and machinery. 

The conning tower, containing the steering gear, 
telegraph, speaking tubes, etc , is to b3 situated im- 
mediately abaft the forward barbette, and will be 
covered with 10 inches of steel armor. For erdinary 
use there will bea pilot house built of wood, fitted 
with steering wheel, chart tables, speaking tubes, 
etc. The vessel is to be supplied with steam steerer, 
steam windlass capstan, and winches. 

Two of the ten boilers originally placed in the 
vessel are to be taken out and forced draught ap- 

lied to the other boilers so as to make up for the 

oss of power. A light superstructure is to be built 
on deck, extending from barbette to barbette, with 

in which are to be located the officers’ quarters 
thereby permitting the use of nearly all of the 
berth deck for berthing the crew and giving exvel 

lent accommodations for both officers and men. 
The rapid-fire machino guns are to be mounted 
Within and on top of the superstructure. 

Just abaft the smoke pipe wil be placed a mili- 
tary mast about 52 feet above the superstructure 
deck, hollow, abou.t 30 inches in diameter, and fitted 
as an uptake fur exhaust ventilation for the engine 
room. Tbe mast will be used for signal purposes. 
{t will have two tops, one titted to carry two ma- 
chine guus, and the other for a search light. Two 
steel booms will be attached to the mast, to be used 
as derricks for working the boats. 

The ventilation, draining, and pumping arrange 
ments will be of the most modern character. Elec- 
trie lights are to be provided for every part of the 
vessel, not only for internal illumination, but for 
the side ligbts and mast-head lights, and in addition 
are lights of several thousand candle power are to 
be provided as a safeguard against night attacks by 
rams and torpedo boats. 

Mapy of the improvements adopted for the Puri- 
tan will also be adopted in completing the four3,815 
ton monitors of the Miantonomoh class. 














Tue Washington correspondent of the N. Y. 
Herald reports that Commander George A. Con- 
verse, U.S. N., is to succeed Lieutenant Raymond 
P. Rodgers as Chief ILutelligence Officer of the

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Or course you have read the thesis of Gen. Burns 
in the M.S. I. Journal for May. Well, what do you 
think of it? First, the General gives extracts from 
“well selected books” and an epitome of history 
in relation to the nation’s origin, and brief com- 
ments upon constitutional law, and then proceeds 
to enligbten ue, ex cathedra, as follows: “The mil- 
itia must be placed under the * wgis of patriotism” 
avd “join to the Military Academy, so that the 
stream of military knowledge "—culled principally 
from compilations and translations of foreign 
authors—" may flow from the source throughout 
the channels to the great rivers of the nation’s wel- 
fare.”” Condescending, “ ain’t it?” As an effort 
at rbetoric, quite unique. In imagery, pretty. 
Given the “lnstitution” we have the Nation, and as 
the whole includes all the parts, the * Institution” 
is the Nation with big letters—:’ A. 

“Isn’t the tail trying to wag thedov?” Really, 
my dear editor, do you “concede that the military 
profession includes all professions?”’ Four instance, 
journalism or the theatrical, or mavy otbers that 
pop up in our mind’s eye and yell—No. In the 
*“danee” illustration, our frend Burns is again 
“off.” if mecbavical drill * requires a master who 
himeelf was taught by abigher master than prac 
tice,’’ then, when, where and bow did tbe 7th N. Y.M. 
learn its perfection of drill? Who were the masters, 
aud who taught them? 

Tbe“ Drill Regulations of the Army” will bea 
new invention. Is it intended toseatter abroad over 
the country or assign to geographical departments, 
as * luspectors,”” members of the Tactical Board— 
last seev in Leavenworth—to teach as * masters,” 
“having been taught themselves by a bigher master 
than practice,” their salmagundi drill regulation, 
for they. in truth, will be the only “ masters”’ dis- 
coverable. Some of the “ tathers,” being educated 
men in their day, used theterm “ well disciplined 
militia” to express their understanding and pur- 
poss. Lt is not treason to believe that the “fathers” 
had no conception of, what the army and militia of 
to-day would be. They certainly bad no conscious- 
ness that their legacy of buman slavery would be 
blotted out by an army which made the civilized 
world stand aghast at its prowess and which revo- 
lutioned for the better the art of waron land and 
sea. If the “centre” bad been in existence in 1775- 
1781 George Washington might have captured the 
“Tight Little Isle,” in addition to securing the in- 
dependeuce of the colonies. 

Neitber our remarks or object argue against 
a wilitary education; iv fact, we believe this Gov- 
ernment can well afford, with benefit to itself, to 
annually graduate from West Point double the 
number of officers. But imagine a callow youth 
drilling a colonel of a New York regiment, or in- 
structing Gen. Wingaie in brigade dnl. The aver- 
age embryonic Napoleon ts so proficient in the tac- 
tics of allarms of the Service that heis master of 
nove, and years elapse in his special branch before 
the morning dew bas worn off his commission. It 
is a mistake to suppose that the milk of military 
kvuowledge that fed the sons of Mars at West Point 
cannot be procured by others without the process 
of anointment. It seems farcical to think that a 
graduate of Yule, Harvard, or of any bigh school, 
academy, or university, and a captain of the most 
rural militia company, is only competent to “ con- 
tinue the drill and discipline’’—four pages of as- 
similated tactics imported m confidence by the 
* master ""—until the next annual visit of the itiner- 
ant “district” soldier comes around and he imparts 
four pages more. 

With the diploma is given the injunction, go forth 
and preach the superionmty of this institution over 
all others upon earth. In season and out of season, 
everywhere and upon every occasion, snd with a 
eae greater than was ever displayed by a 

ightning-rod agent, some graduates of the Military 
ae eterpally proclaim their assumed super- 
lority. It would be unwortby for a true son to for- 
get his Alma Mater or be ashamed to breathe her 
Dame, and no American but knows that many 
* Eléves”’ bave indelibly inscribed a brilliant 
record upon the pages of history. It antagonism, 
not “jealousy,’’ exists against the Military Ava- 
demy, it is created by some of its graduates and 
springs from feelings instigated by tbe tone of the 
“ essay ” commented upon, and which essay in fact 
pictures “‘a graduate”’’ as posing as a model satur- 
ated with such a reserve of knowledge that in pity 
he can spare some for the militia. If we were dis- 
cussing the Army, we might ask whbat will the non- 
graduates of West Point in the Army do, while the 
“district graduate’ is absent being * welcomed by 
relatives and friends.’”’ Are the **mustangs”’ to at- 
tend roll calls or ** continue the drill und discipline” 
until the return of the ** masters ?”’ 

Adopting our friend Burns’s habit of enunciating 
axioms, with quotation marks, permit me to remark 
that the art of war is progressing. The cadet who 
learned in the forties bow to make “ buck and ball”’ 
and boot the * cornstalk military’ perhaps on our 
centenary day sat on the crumbling walls of that 
relic of a past period, Castle William, and fished for 
swallows while viewing across the narrow waters 

- the treading hosts of trained and well disciplined 
militia, and amazed that they bad learned so much 
without the ‘*'distinct graduate’’ forgot to bait his 
hook. From casemated walls to the Western plains 
is borne the question, ** Will they fight?” and back 
from the serried mounds on Arlington Heights and 
sunken graves in lonely gorge and xlen is echoed 
the answer, “They will.” ‘The Constitution has 
immortalized’ the militia. No. The Constitution 
created and perpetuates the bulwark of the people. 
The undaunted columns which stood rock-rivetted 
on crimson fields of blood, immortalized the muli- 
tia: for they gave to hut and palace alike, as long 
as human tongue endures, “freedom to worship 
God.” It was the “bristling bayonets” of volun- 
teer militia, flashed in tbe sunlight, from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, which maintained unimpaired 
the people’s heritage—the Constitution. The wit 


of man never invented a scheme more Utopian than 
the one elaborated in the M.S. I. Journal for May. 
Undoubtedly the militia, if composed of Harvard 
graduates and officered by the “distinct graduate,” 
would be “well disciplined.” But we must take 
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things as they are, or can be reasdnably attained, 
and remembering tbe institutions of our country 
and the inspirations of our people, and the scope 
and purpose of the citizen organizations, and adapt 
methods to the means at hand or procurable.

THE NAVAL MILITIA BILL. 

GovERNOR Hr, of New York, has approved the 
bill (8. 9%) entitled “An act to establish a State 
naval militia.”” With it he files the following mem- 
orandum : 

There bas been much misapprehension io regard to this 
bill, arising, itis believed, rather from its title, than from 
any of its provisions. 

riefly stated, the bill first provides for a separate enrol- 
ment of seafaring men, whenever an enrolment of persons 
liable to military duty js made. Under the military code an 
enrolment may made whenever the Commander-in- 
Chief “deems it pecessary.”” It bas not been deemed neces- 
sary for mapy years,and any such necessity is probatly 
very remote. 

It further proposes to organize a naval militia, after the 
manner of the National Guard, by voluntary enlistment, 
from persons liable to be enrolled “und from others.” after 
the manner of the National Guard, which is maintained 
without reference to any enrulment. 

It proposes to increase the active military force of the 
State, now limited by law to “not less than 10 and not over 
15,000 enlisted man,” by the addition of “three battalions of 
naval reserve artillery and a naval reserve torpedo corps,” 
each buttalion to be composed of four companies, making 
an increase in the uniformed militia of perhaps a thousand 
i mega aod men, to be commanded by officers with naval 
titles. 

These battalions will be practically land forces, which, it 
is true, may be used on the water us other land forces may 
and have been used, and it would appear that all the pur- 
poses of the bill, excepting the naval titles, muy be as well, 
if not better accomplished under the existing military code. 

The wisdom of the bill is certainly open to question. If 
the force to be raised were purely vaval in its character, 
rather than essentially a land force, it is at least doubtful 
whether the State should assume under avy circumstances 
to provide naval defences for our rivers and harbors. This 
is the duty of the General Government, and, until the Gen- 
eral Government undertakes to put our barborsin a state of 
detence to meet the requirements of modern warfare, the 
maintenance of a small additional land force by the State 
would be a matier of little military consequence. 

The advisability of instructing aud practicing troops in the 
use of sea coast artillery is conceded, But this may be bet- 
ter accompli-bed by sending some of our regiments or com- 
panies to the forts, or by organizing some of them as regi- 
ments or batteries of heavy artiulery, or, better still, if the 
time bas come when ap increased furce is deemed a neces- 
sity, by organizing new batteries under the military code. 
Indeed, if organizing 12 companies of vaval reserves should 
prevent the organizing of a few batteries of heavy artillery, 
I am advised that it would be regarded by our best officers 
as detrimental to our military interests. 

The military establishment of the State costs, in direct ex- 
penditures for the National Guard, about $400,000 a year, an 
amount which is lergely increased by appropriations for ar- 
mories, armury improvements and repairs, and otber pur- 
poses, making a total sum this year of nearly a million dol- 
ars, The National Guard should be waintained in its integ- 
rity, and bus shown itself worthy of the liberal appreciation 
extended to it by the Legisiature, but any extension of the 
limitation of the statute as to numbers, whether it be of the 
National Guard proper, or by the addition of a similar force 
under another name, which might sooner or later involve 
increased expenditures, is a matter which should not be bas- 
tily adopted or approved. Moreover, the organization of a 
furce which might in any manner affect in the slightest de- 
gree the maintenance or the discipline of the National 
Guard or the efforts made to promote it, would be a subjeet 
for regret, although it is only fair to say that the discipline 
of both forces ougbt to depend largely upon the action of 
general headquarters. 

There seems to have been a common impression that Con- 
gress has made an eppropesstice to carry out the purposes 
of thisand similar bille. No such appropriation has been 
made. There was a certain sum named in what is known as 
the “ Whbitthorne bill,” introduced in the last Congress, but 
the bill did not become a law. 

The force contemplated by the bill in question will re- 
quire uniforms, arms, and equipments, and the promoters 
of the bill admit that they will need armories and driil 
places (a necessity which will interest the localities where 
they may be stationed), and if there are no funds for these 
~— it will pot avail much asa military body. Itis to 

ea that efforts to obtain appropriations trom the 
Legislature would not be long deferred. If thescheme pro 
posed by this bill contemplates any material expenditure on 
the part of this State, now or in the future, I am op 
it, because I believe that the people do not desire any such 
expenditure incurred. 

But my attention bas been called to the eighth section of 
the bill, which provides that * when the Government of the 
United States is ready to supply arms und equipments, as 
well as the material and opportunities for naval instruc- 
tions and drills, the Governor is authorized to make the ne- 
cessary arrangements for carrying such programme (viz., to 
organize the battalions, commission officers, etc.), into 
effect; and it isexplained tbat no claim is made that the 
Governor could be requi to pi until the General 
Government is prepared to provide everything that may be 
necessary to fully arm, equip and uniform the force that 
may raieed ; and even then it is said by the promoters of 
the bill that it 1s a matter entirely witbin bis discretion, and 
no barm can result, without the consent of the Executive, 
if the bill becomes a law, 

Moreover, I have been srensly urged by many persons 
prominent in public and business life, officers of the general 
Government, leading merchants, well-known professional 
McD, and others representing various interests and occupDa- 
tions, to give vitality to this bill,and the press bas generally 
committed itself to its advocacy. Under these circum- 
stances, and remembering that the organization and control 
of the force proposed, as weil as the possibility of its be- 
coming a charge upon the State Treasury, depend largely 
upon the action of the Executive, I am disposed to give the 
views expressed in favor of the bill such liberal considera. 
tion as the position of those who presented them may well 
demand, and to test the merits of the measure by allowing 
it to ome a law. I have, therefore, affixed my signature 
to the bill. Davio B. HILL. 

Yachtsamen and others are already organizing to 
take advantage of the new law. There will be two 
branches of the service. The first will consist of 
yachtsmen and their crews, and the second will 
comprise the members of the merchant marine. In 
this latter division the chief promoters are Philip B. 
Low, a well-known member of the Maritime HEx- 
change, and Aaron Vanderbilt, late of Admiral 
Porter’s staff, and now of the Ward Line 
of Steamers, and who was one of the first 
advocates of the nayal reserve. Mr. Low said: 
* Capt. Vanderbilt and [ will ca}l a meeting for or- 
ganization very shortly. The force in this State 
will consist of 1,200 men. It will probably be 
divided into five battalions. The Whittborne bill, 
providing that the Navy Department sball allow us 
the use of a man of-war, must be passed by Con- 
gress before we cau go into actual seadrill. But 
there is much work to be done iu the way of enlist- 
ing men, organizing them into companies and bat- 
talions and drilling them on land, that we need lose 
no time while we are waiting for a war ship. I have 
already secured the names of a sufficient number 
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of ablebodied, intelligent and enthusiastic young 
men to raise four companies of 52 men each—all 
that is necessary to complete one battalion.” 

To Mr. Vanderbilt the success of this measure is 
chiefly due. He has been at work actively, earn- 
estly and intelligently, and we heartily congratu- 
late him upon his accomplishment thus far.

Aside from its other achieve- 
meuts the team havealse won forthe past three years the 
trophy known as the “Soldier of Marathon,” which is em- 
blematic of the championship of the National Guard of the 
United States, Massachusetts bas every reason to be proud 
of ber rifle team and their enterprise, and they stand tu-day 
asunexample of what earnest work, good judgment ‘and 
harmony can accomplish.

THE regiment assembled at the armory on Thursday after- 
noon, June 18, for outdoor duty. They pareded in fatigue 
uniform with overcoats slung over the shoulder and wore 
leggings and haversacks, with one day’s ration. The ad- 
vance vuard, consisting of a detail under the command of 
Adjt. Wm. H. Coughlin, preceded the command and located 
the several stations from which the troops were to be de- 
ploved. At 6p. M. the main body, uoder command of Col. 
Austen, left the armory aud were transported by the Long 
Island Railroad to Queens, 

Cos. A, C, D, and F, which were the reserves, were marched 
to Creedmoor, 14% miles, aud went into camp under com- 
mand of Col. Austen. Co. I, Capt. Geo. G. Cochran, and a 
detail of Co. C, Capt, Attwood French, proceeded to East 
Rockaway and constituted the outpost on the extreme 
right, and a detail from this company was ordered to march 
to a point 14% miles south of East Rockaway to estab a 
picket. Another detail was marched north to meet the de- 
tail of Co, B, Capt. Willoughby Powell, which was stationed 
at Rockville Centre, the detail from Co. B was marched 
south two tailes to join the detail of Co. T, and another de- 
tail was ordered north to connect with Co. K. Cos. Land B 
constituted the right support and were under the command 
of Major W. C Sanger, Q. M..

Co. K, Capt. C. H. Luscomb, went into camp at the race 
course at Hemostead, where detatis were marched to meet 
the pickets of Co. B on the south and the patrol of Co. E on 
the north.

Asst. Surg. Arthur Jarrett established their auerters with 
Major Morle on the left wing, and Capt. G. G. 
the hospital steward on the right wing. Members of the 
Ambulance Corps were stat at every camp. Co. B 
took the cars from camp to Sprivgfield and marched to 
Creedmoor, four and one half miles, in one hour and three 
qeerteve.

Capt. Belknap bas engaged Lawyer 
C._A. Hess as his counsel.

WISCONSIN NATIONAL GUARD. 


In August, 1888, three or four Wisconsin men of 
means and enthusissm; as respects rifle instruction, 
bought pear the little village of Camp Douglus, 
Juneau Couuty, a lot of land aggregating 440 
acres, for use as a rifle camp and rifle range. Their 
names were Chapman, Schoeffel, Graham and one 
other. The tract now bus but one owner, the State 
of Wisconsin; or rather it is more appropriate to 
say that it bas many owners—the peonle of the State, 
who bave given it for the use of the National Guard. 
The gentlemen who bought the land sold it to the 
State at the price originally paid by them. The re- 
gion 1s a park, made picturesque by abrupt bluffs, 
whose precipitous, rocky sides are boldly sugges- 
tive of castles. From the summit of any of these 
table lands, or mésas, a view can be bad of scores 
anv scores of miles of forest land, broken only by 
the sinuous Lemonweir river and the rugged pro- 
jections sbooting up like gigantic stone warts. 

Ten months ago, the tract was thickly dotted with 
pines. Sixty odd acres are now cleared, stumped, 
grubbed and levelled. Only the fragrant winter- 
green, the perpetual evergreen, the purple violets, 
noddive hovevsuckle, graceful wild phlox, ceru- 
lean larkepur, swan necked crocus, yellow daffodil 
and marigold remain to please the eye. In August 
'88 no military rifie had ever been discharged there, 
but in Sept., last year, the wild echoes were set fiv 
ing by the whip-like reports of service rifles fired by 
the Badger boys of the National Guard. 

In August of this year, the Wisconsin National 
Guard Rifle Range will be the location selected by 
Maj.-Gen, Crook as the place where bis anpuai rifle 
compctition will take place. 

The several infantry organizations of the Wis- 
consin N. G., will assemble for instruction on these 
grounds as follows: 3d Regiment, Colonel M. T. 
Moore, June 17th to 22d, inclusive; 4th Battalion, 
Lieut. Colonel Orto H. Falk. July 8tb to 14th 1oclu- 
sive; lst Regiment, Colonel William Helm, August 
5th to 10th inclusive. The 24 Regiment, Colonel W. 
H. Patton, will assemble at Oshkosh, August 19th to 
24th, inclusive. 

There is great joy in the Wisconsin National 
Guard, that Lt. Philip Reade, U. S. A., of Maj.-Gen. 
Crook’s staff bas been ordered to report for duty in 
connection with the instruction of the 34, Ist and 
2d regiments, at the Reade rifle range, Wisconsin 
wilitary reservation, Camp Deuglua, Juneau Co., 
June 17th 10 22d and Aug. 5th to 10, and at Oshkesh, 
Wis., Aug. 19th to 24*b. 

Secretary of War Proctor. has written tothe Ex- 
ecutive of Wisconsin, accepting his proffer of the 
Wisconsin rifie range for the selected marksmen of 
General Crovuk's division who are competitors for 

laces in the division of Wisconson rfie team for 
Ta89-'90. The effect of this acceptance of the Camp 
Douglas military reservation will be to converge 
there, late in August or early in September, the 
rifle teams of the departments of \lakota, Platte, 
Missouri and Texas. 





NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


Tae brigade of New Hampshire National Guard 
in command of Gen. J. N. Patterson, encamped at 
Coocord for five days, from June 3 to 7. The or- 
gavizations present were: Ist Regt., Col. G. M. L. 
Lane; 2d Regt., Col. E. J. Cobb; 3d Regt., Col. T. 
Sunboro; Co. A of Cavalry, Capt. E. H. Smith, and 
Platoon A, Ist putters. Capt. 8. S. Piper. The cav- 
alry marched from Peterborough to camp, a dis- 
tanceof 40 miles, On the first day there was present 
a total of 901 officers and men, some 13 officers and 
377 men being absent. A number of the latter re- 
ported later. 

The troops were in excellent condition. Camp 
duty was better performed than ever before. Tie 
dress parades and drills, generally, were conducted 
with spirit on the part of the officers and interest 
on the part of the men. Guard duty was performed 
in an especially creditable manner, while the gen- 
eral tone of the camp was quiet and orderly, and im- 
provement was noted as time advanced. 

The battery, under the command of Capt. Piper, 
has been brouzht to a high state of perfection. This 
applies to the condition of the property, the discip- 
line of the men. and the superiority of their drill. 

Company drills, bneade guard mount, battalion 
drills, and dress parades were beld daily. Maj. C.B. 
Throckmorton, 2d U.S. Art., was present, being de- 
tailed by the War Vepartment to report on the en- 
campment. On Juoe6the brigade paraded in the 
city of Concord as escort upon the occasion of the 
mauguration of Gov. Goodell. The usual drill in the 
forenoon was accordingly dispensed with. 

The Manchester High School Cadets and the 
Lyodborough Artillery were also assigned a posi- 
tion in line. The former made a very fine appear- 
ance. The brigade made a handsome showing in the 


parade. On the afternoon of June 6 Gov. Goodell 
reviewed the brigade. In the passage the troops out- 
did their former efforts, more attention being paid 
to alignments and distances, and the troops all 
made a most creditable appearance, desnite the 
annoyance of several showers. Dress rede fol- 
lowed. The total number of officers and men pres- 
ent on the last day was 986. Much of the absentee- 
ism was attributed to the late New York trip, many 
of the men being employed in factories which canu- 
not spare their services for two vacations in the 
same season. 

The members of Gov. Sawyer’s staff who camped 
with the troops were Maj.-Gen. A. D. Ayling, Adjt.- 
General; Brig.-Gens. Elbert Wheeler, losp.-General, 
and Howard L. Porter, Q. M. General, and Cols. Os- 
car Barron. Christopher H. Wells and Seth M. Rich- 
ards, A. D. C. 

On the afternoon of June 6 the 34 Regiment, un- 
der command of Ucl. Sarborn, marched to brigude 
headquarters, where they formed in liue in front of 
Gen. Patterson's tent, and Col. Sanborn,‘on behalf 
of the regiment, presented its old commander with 
an elegant gold mounted sword and belt with his 
name engraved on the blade. Gen. Patterson re- 
sponded briefly and feeliogly, having been taken 
completely vy surprise. The encampment was a 
very successful one,

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


THE annual meeting of the Remington Arms Co. 
was held at Ilion on Juve 12. The following named 
gentlemen were elected trustees for the ensuing 
twel¥e months: Marcellus Hartley, Malcolm 
Grabam, William W. Reynolds, William W. 
Copvverse, Thomas G. Bennett. No _ change 
was made in the officers of the company, Marcellus 
Hartley being re elected president, Thos. G. Ben- 
nett, vice-president; Wm. W. Reynolds, secretary, 
and Wilfred Hartley, treasurer. F. CU. was re- 
tained 10 the responsible position of general man- 
ager at the armory. which he has creditably filled 
since the organization of the new company. Under 
ite new administration the great Llion armory has 
passed a very useful 1f notan enormously profitable 
first year. The change frum the old ways to the new 
ways of business was a serious one, attended by a 
good deal of friction at the start and necessitating 
occasionally heroic treatment. Besides this entire 
reorganization of the business system, the sbopsand 
the machine plant—the latter almost unique in ex- 
tept and variety—required thorough overhauling, 
and the industrial procession required a new align- 
ment of files, with elimination in one place and ad- 
dition in another. Some iittle difficulty was natu- 
rally found at first, but with the final selection of a 
first class master mechanic, the principal obstacle 
to efficient uperation was overcome. The armory is 
now running in all its departments and the output, 
especially in the aye | lines, shows a more fin- 
ished construction than it was credited with during 
the last years of the old regime. We bave recently 
noticed the improved character of the fowling pieces 
made by the new company. The same geveral en- 
comium accorded to the sporting guns may be 
justly given to the Lee Magazine Rifles and the Rem- 





er a Rifles, which are manufactured at Llion. The 
fifteen bundred stand of Lee’s, ordered by the U.S. 
Navy, have been subjected toa rigid inspection, 
and have been very favorably endorsed for excel- 
lence of workmansbip. The Department will re- 
quire a considerably larger number, and an addi- 
tional order is soon expected. There 1s still—and 
will continue to be for some years—a market for the 
old Remington Rifles, and some thousands of these 
are in course of production, so that what was rightly 
termed by Gen. Sherman, “The best breech-loading 
small arm in the world” can still be obtained. 


A trial of the Maxim rapid firing gun was to take 
place at the Naval Ordnance Priming Ground June 
21. Commodore Sicard and a number of officers 
were to witness the test, although the Navy Depart- 
ment has appointed no regular boara. 





Admiral Scott, R. N., bas recently published two 
pon hiets, together with a copy of a letter written 

vy bimself to the Duke of Cambridge, on the pres- 
ent state of British heavy ordnance. He urges that 
the main cause of trouble in recent, as in earlier 
guns, is the violence done to them by the mechani- 
cal blunders, or we might almost say mechanical 
cruelty, connected with the system of rifling. An 
increasing twist, necessitated sbort bearings on the 
projectiles, which was in its way bad enough ; but 
this evil is greatly intensified by the combination of 
“nip,” or tight fit, «employed to hold back the pro- 
jectiles of breech-loading guns, with a combination 
of uniform and increasing twists. To this combina- 
tion he attributes the accidents on board H. M.S. 8S. 
Collingwood, Caroline, Colossus, Ajax, Canada, ete. 
The remedy for this, Admiral Scott believes, is to 
be found in uniform rifling, coupled with long 
bearings on the projectiles and proper centreing. 


—_—_—— 


Speaking of high explosives the Army and Navy 
Gazette says: ** The substance which has apparently 
satisfied the ordnance officers of the United States 
is wet gun cotton; and although in Germany otber 
compounds have been largely experimented with, 
there are grounds for believing that there also gun 
cotton treated with paraffin is the favorite, if not 
the only chemically made explosive which is con- 
siderea both satisfactory and safe. If itis true that 
the Russians have introduced the use of gun cotton 
shells in their siege trains, it is high time tbat the 
British authorities made a note of it in connection 
with our fortifications in India. Of other com- 
pounds witb which experiments have been made— 


although the Germans have in store large quanti- 
ties of one substance and the French large quanti- 
ties of another, the numerous accidents which have 
occurred with most of these explosives have set 
these powers, along with others, on the lookout for 
some safer and more suitable substance.”’ 





HOTCHKISS EXHIBIT AT PARIS, 


‘HE Engineer says: There can be little question 
that Messrs. Hotchkiss have supplied the most com- 
plete contribution to the Ordnance Department of 
the Exhibition. Their guns are thoroughly well 
represented, the revolving pieces of 37, 47, 53, and 
40 mm. being exhibited; also rapid-fire guns of 37, 
47, 57, 65, and 77 mm., and of 10 c.m., light and heavy, 
aiso mountain avd yacht guns of 42 mm., with am- 
munition. There 1s also a special torpedo (the 
Howell), with its apparatus. The general princi- 
ples and the system of construction are, as far as 
possible, made uniform in all designs, with the ob- 
ject of simplifying matters to those who deal with 
the pieces on service in use or repair. On this sub- 
ject Messrs. Hotchkiss write the following: It is to 
be remarked, in considering the development of 
calibres, that whatever may be the excellences de- 
veloped in any system under application to a single 
calibre or a limited gradation of calibres, the mea- 
sure of superiority of the system itself liesin the 
capability of its application without modification to 
the complete range of calibres within the scope of 
the class of artillery. If, for example, any given 
type of gun be adopted, and it be found necessary 
to modify the details of the breech mechanism or 
the type of mount as the calibres of the gun increase 
or diminish, the result is as unsatisfactory asif a 
different system were adopted with each calibre, 
and it is beyoud doubt one of the first requirements 
of an efficient type of service artillery that through. 
out its calibres all its details should be similar. This 
being the case, it follows that the pieces admit of 
being illustrated by a comparatively few specimens, 
such as we have bere selected. The limit of effee- 
tiveness of black powder having been appareutly 
reached in the 57 mm. calibre, it was determined to 
undertake the development of a class of brown 
powder suitable for the higher calibres, and a type 
of this powder manufactured at Sevran Livry, and 
ealled *C2 brune,’” was provided. This powder 
proved on test to be thorougbly well suited to the 
gun. The ammunition resembles that of other 
quick: firing guns in general features.

tube is filled with bullets laid symmetrically and 
bedded in cast iron diaphragms sbaped to fill up the 
cavities. These are laid sufficiently loose, and are 
sufticiently weak to break up well. The bottom of 
the tube is closed with a steel disc. A common shell 
burst in a cell at Ocbta broke into 147 pieces capable 
of killing; a steel shell mto 34. The penetrative 
power of the steel projectiles of this gun was tested 
at Ochta, Russia; one blind shell passed through a 
front 4.5in. wrought iron plate with 3 in. plates in 
rear, each at 13 in. interval from the plate in front 
of it; others fell alittle short of this power. At 
30 deg. projectiles passed through the first and 
second plates. 


NEW STEEL PROCESS. 


THE Redemann-Tilford steel process is understood 
to consist of a bath with glycerine as the basis. 
This bath changes the whole structure of the metal 
submitted to it, and increases its ductile and tensile 
strength far,beyond any record that bas yet been 
established by either private or government test. 

When it is stated that the very finest and strong- 
est grade of steel, much better than any now in use, 
can be made by this process at little more than the 
cost of crude Bessemer steel, the value of the dis 
covery may be understood. Thus far, in making 
experiments, every character of tool and steel 
goods has beep worked with, and the process has 
been successfully used upon all.—Manufacturers’ 
Record. 








H. M. 8S. BENBOW. 


THe armament of H.M. 8. Benbow, 10,600 tons 
burdep, consists of two 111 ton steel breechloadipg 
guns, one in either barbette, having a muzzie velo- 
city ef 2,100 foot seconds, and a penetrative power 
into 32.5 in. of armor plate at 1,000 yards. This would 
pierce the central citade) of the Inflexible, clothed 
with the thickest armor afloat. The auxiliary arma- 
ment consists of ten 6in. steel breechlouding guns, 
having a power of penetration into 10.3 incb, which 
would dispose of either turtle back deck plating, or 
any of the protective arrangements made for the 
lightly armored cruisers now under construction. 
There are also fifteen 6and 3-pdr. Hotchkiss, and 
seven machine guus, and a proportion of torpedo 
discharge tubes. These last ure fixed, as in all ves- 
sels of the Admiral class, on a special deck beneath 
the broadside batteries. They are capable of any 
amount of training, by means of the ball-and-socket 
joints with which they are worked in the sides of the 














ship. On the spar deck the Benbow carries a second 
class torpedo boat, as wellas a very large proportion 
of pinnaces and launches. Tbe conning tower is pro- 
tected with 14in. armor. The steadiness of this ship 
asagun platform is very remarkable in ordinary 
weather. But the concentration of the armor plat- 
ing so much towards the centre, and the shortness 
of space between the gun positions, involves a bad 
distribution of the weights, and in a lumpy sea the 
effect of this is very perceptible. All the Admiral 
class are bad sailors in consequence.—Engineer. 








FOREIGN ITEMS. 


Six torpedo boats to be worked with petroleum 
fuel are to be immediately commenced for the Rus- 
sian Government. Four will be added to the Baltic 
fleet and the other two wiil be sent to the Black Sea. 


In an article on the visit of the King of Italy to 
Berlin, the London Times thus sums up the military 
situation in Europe: “It appears to be tacitly as- 
sumed that any disturbaoce of European tranquil- 
lity bas, as a matter of fact, been rendered extreme- 
ly improbable by the action of Sornany and ber 
allies. The nervous apprehension of hostilities 
from which Europe suffered while the Bulgarian 
question was in an acute stage has given place toa 
feeling of considerable confidence.”’ 


THE general plan of the fortifications of Roumania 
is that of the Belgian General Brialmont, and con- 
sists of (1) a central defence at Bucharest, compris 
ing eighteen detached forts, each having two tur. 
rets, and connected by detached batterita, and a 
second line of defence formed by a girdle of bas- 
tions, the total cost being $14,000,000. (2) Three 
works on the line of the Sereth, one at Galatz, an- 
other at Focshani, and the third at Namloasa. These 
fortifications consist of batteries under cupolas, and 
are to be armed with 400 cannon of all calibres, the 
smallest being for rapid fire. The cost of the Gal- 
atz-Focshani works is estimated at trom $6,000,000 
to $8,000.000. [tis proposed eventually to complete 
the fortifications against Russia by works at Kus- 
tendji, on the Black Sea, to cost $2,400,000, and by a 
téte de pont at Cernavoda, on the Danube, to cost 

The works to be erected on the Austrian 
side, rather for appearance sake than necessity, are 
(1) a fortress at Campina, on the narrowest part of 
the valley of Prahova, at the plain of Ployesti, 
which wili cost $300,000, and a téte de pont on the 
Betul to cost $800,000. 





Lorp WOLSELEY entered upon bis 56th year on 
Tuesday, having been born June 4, 1833. He entered 
the army March 12, 1852. 

A VERY successful trial was made at Spezzia, on 
April 29, of the Italian ironclad Ruggiero di Lauria, 
a@ mean speed of 17 knots being maintained. The 
ship carries four 110 ton guns, and is fitted witb eu- 
gines, which, at one time during the run, indicated 
11,000 horse power. 


ConsuMPTIon in the German Army is greatly 
dreaded by the authorities, since the revent Paris- 
ian Medical Congress pronounced that the disease 
was contagious. Avsordingly, the German War 
Minister has decided that the chest of every soldier 
be measured once a month. I[f the chest dovs not 
reach a certain breadth, and does not develop with 
drill and athletic exercises, the soldier will be dis- 
qualified, as predisposed to consumption and likely 
to infest his comrades. 


Capt. KANE has not been fortunate in securing 
immediate mark of their Lordships’ appreciation of 
bis coming out of the seething cauldron at Samoa 
without loss of life and with little damage to the 

auliope. But it is gratifying to find that the steam 
department, upon which so much depended, bas 
been more favored. Staff Engineer Hepry Bourke, 
who was so warmly praised by his captain, bas beeu 
promoted, and has passed over the heads of nearly 
50 seniors, all of whom will recognize in this special 
mark of favor an honor paid to the cloth. Ireland, 
too, may be satisfied, for surely Bourke is as irish as 
Kane.— Admiralty Gazette. 


In the French Chamber of Deputies on Monday, 
Vice Admiral de Dompierre d’ Horney declared that 
the men-of-war now poasessed by France were of an 
antiquated type and ought to be replaced by new 
vessels which would equal in number and strength 
the united fleets of Sopaene and Italy. Ooly io 
this way would France be able to retain her rank of 
seeond naval power of the world. He moved the 
appointment of a committee to inquire into the 
condition of the navy. Admiral Krantz, Minister 
of Maripe, replying to Vice Admiral d’ Horney, said 
that with the present credits it was impossible to in- 
crease the number of workmen cuperee at the 
arsenals. The Goveroment’s contracts with private 
firms might, hewever, be increased. This would in- 
volve an outlay of 50,000,000f. This amount could 
be spread over five budgets. The Admiralty, he 
said, was now effecting improvements in the old 
men-of-war and torpedo boats. M. Chevillotte in- 
sisted upon the necessity of reform in naval matters.
